"It is 
possible," said tne specialist, "to pro- 
duqe true paialjsis by gripping the 
handle bar of a bicjcle unduly for u 
long time; and by doing so anyone's 
fingers are liable to become insensible 
to the touch. 
Numfbncss, however, is 


the only disorder of the hands I ha\e 
exer heard of as resulting from the 
wheel." 


It should be faaid that the worst cases 


of "bicycle hand" that have come to 
light do not teem to belong to new 
riders, who are naturally ignorant con- 
cerning the details of wheeling. The 
most serious example of the sort heard 
of last year was utTorded b^ a wheelman 
of five years' experience. 


If cycjists will remember that the 


handle bar should be held lightly, and 
not gripped like grim death, the case 
in Seymour may be the last, as well as 
the first, of the year. The bicycle hand 
is not a necessary consequence of 
cycling.—N. Y. Sun. 


AajuHtmrut of the Saddle. 


Experienced rideis generally prefer 


a saddle tilted dow n, as it throws, them 
forward into the position which ghes 
them the greatest power. Others are 
most coinfoi table on le\el saddles, and 
a few like to carry them tilted up. Much 
depends on the shape of the saddle. A 
good many of those made this year re- 
quire to be tilted downward. The per- 
fectly straight attitude is not so OTOQ 
seen among riders as formerly. Ex- 
perience on the wheel t«achea that n 
blight inclination foiward is the natural 
attitude, the most comfortable, and thfe 
one in which the power of the legs is 
most easily used. It does not involve 
bent back riding, and if it is done prop- 
erly should have the effect of throw- 
ing the shoulders back and the chest 
out.

The theory Of Dr. George M. Kel- 


logg, the veteran anatomist, is that the 
brain, like the eyes, ears, hands, etc., 
is a double organ, in fact, that we have 
two brains. The greater number of 
nerves leading from each half of the 
brain to the half of the body, which 
*nev go\ern, cross before connecting 
with the body. Only about one-tenth 
of the nenes coming from each -side 
of the brain connect directly with the 
corresponding sklu of the body. All 
mammals are made up of paired or- 
gans, nerves,, muscles and limbs. Each 
tide is a duplicate of the other in struc- 
ture, function and form, except that 
they are reversals of each other. Man 
alone, as a result of h:J0it, uses the right 
side of his body in preference to the 
left. This has tended to make the left 
hemisphere oi the brain predominant. 
When a movement is made, the brain 
records it, and there is a slight change 
in de\elopment. If the nerves running 
to one-half of the brain, are but little 
used, they do not act voluntarily. The 
left side of the brain soon becomes anx- 
ious to do all the work. Frequently per- 
bons injured over the third left frontal 
area of the brain have become mutes, 
and then been educated to speak by 
training the right Ijiain. Dr. Kellogg 
thinks children should be taught to use 
both sides of the body equally from 
earliest infancy. I/eonardi de Vinci 
and Michael Angelo were both ambi- 
dextrous. This enabled them to rest 
first one hand and then the other with- 
out inleriupting their work. The late 
Dr. Alexander Mott used equally well 
either hand in writing1 or the most deli- 
cate operations, and in nice dissecting, 
lie was for years one of the most skill- 
ful operators in Xew York. Dr. Kellogg 
desires a race with*"two perfect hands 
and a dAjbleTji jin, healthfully respon- 
sive, each to each, through those ex- 
oiiirite conductors, the nerves."—Chi-

Frofeiwor to De the Proper Tliintf. 
Prof. Lannelongue, a famous French 


scientist and a coilf-borator of Prof. 
Cookes, has invented a hamlet made of 
strontium glass, for_tlie, purpose of 
warding off the sun'sX riij K. Aitnoufrfi 
most people do not realize it, ennjjg-nt 
Contains a certain proportion of what 
are called X rays. If these, are deflected 
at a certain angle thcj will blister hu- 
man flesh. The causes of this deflection 
are trh ml in thcmseH es, but Prof. Lan- 
iielongue claims that they are none the 
less powerful because of the results 
they bring about. He belie\ es that it is 
these X rays in the sunlight that bring 
about what is known as sunstroke, and 
that if the proper means were taken to 
deflect them again such a thing as sun- 
stroke would become almost unknown. 


The attention of this distinguished 


Burgeon was first called to the peculiar 
effects of the sun's rays by an incident 
that he witnessed. He was, watching a 
number of children who were plajiug 
in a courtyard in the shadow of a wall, 
the top of which was in strong sunlight. 
Suddenly several of the children began 
to act in a most peculiar manner, danc- 
ing around, each with his hand on his 
head, crying out: "Mj head burns!" 
Prof. Lannelongue at once went to the 
place where the children were at play, 
and, examining1 their heads, found blis- 
ters on the scalp of every one. In try ing 
to account to himself for the phenom- 
enon he wondered if the blibters had 
been produced by X rays projected from 
the top of the wall. He instituted in his 
laboratory a series of experimente on 
eeveral persons. Some of these when 
exposed to the action of the rays, were 
protected by stronium gloss, and these 
•were not at all injured. Other persona 
experimented upon who were not fcim- 
ilarly protected were burned in the 
tame manner as the •children had been. 


After carefully studying this problem 


the professor came to the conclusion 
that hie accidental observation of the 
children at play was likely t« result in. 
a revelation us to sunstroke, its cause, 
effect and remedy. He called to mind 
the fact that among the ancient Greeks 
sunstroke or anything corresponding- 
thereto was unknown. He also remem- 
bered that these same ancients co\ ered 
their heads with brass helmets and 
their chests and backs with cuirasses of 
metal that is Known, to have been of a 
nature that is irnpenioui to X rays- 
It was plain, however, that people could 
ne\ er be induced to wear a heJmet made 
of metal of sufficient density to prove 
opaque to the X rays, and then the 
thought came to him tlia-t perhaps 
stioiitium glass would sohe the prob- 
lem. Therefore lie has determined to 
begin the manufacture of gloss helmets 
•as an absolute protection from the 
deleterious effects of the raj s of the 
Bun on very warm days. To this end he 
is organizing a .company and hopes be- 
fore long-to place quantities of its prod- 
uct upon the market.—N. Y. Herald.

Bronze was very extensively used by 


the Swiss lak« dwellers in the manu- 
facture of a great variety of things 
•useful .and ornamental, such as swords, 
Icni^ee, fish hooka, javelin heads, pins, 
needles, bracelets, etc. Their bronze 
awords were similar to those found in 
other parts of Europe of the name era, 
rather short, broad, and thK-k; some 
plain, others highly ornamented. Their 
bronze knives are of two patterns, 
some very large and curved, and thick 
on the convex edge. These were evi- 
dently intended for hard usage, prob- 
ably in harvesting1, for we know that 
these people raised barley, wheat and 
flax. The smaller knives were of finer 
workmanship, averaging 
about five 


inches in length, very thin, and now, 
after having lain buried in the mud of 
the lake for 20 centuries or more, still 
have fine, cutting edges. 


The javelin and spear heads resemble 


those of Roman and Etruscan make, 
and perhaps many of them were forged 
in Borne and wielded by the Roman 
invaders of Helvetia. The bronze fish 
hooka are almost identical in form with 
those of iron used by us to-day, hav- 
ing at the end of the shaft a flat head 
to retain the line, and a sharp point 
nnd barb. They are recovered in great 
quantities. The needles of bronze are 
very much like those of bone, but 
rather heavier. The pins are of all sizes 
and many patterns, and were employed 
principally as ornamente. They range 
H length from two to 15 inches, and 
some of them must ha,ve been beautiful 
when new. Specimens of them 
are 


seen finely engraved with fancy fig- 
ures their entire length; some with 
flat, ornamental heads; others sur- 
mounted by balls or other designs an 
inch or more in diameter. The bronze 
of which they were made were suscepti- 
ble of high polish, and, of yellow color, 
glistened like gold. Many of the brace- 
lets are quite plain, others are most 
elaborately engraved and 
beautified.

One of the most important 
points of inquiry is whether or no an 
electric bell signaled the approach oj 
a train at the road crossing'. It might 
seem an easy matter to determine such 
a question us this; but a little reflec- 
tion shows us that testimony as to the 
Bonoccurreiice of noises is extremely 
untrustworthy. How many people hear 
the clocks strike in their own houses 
unless they have especial reasons for 
listening-to them? On such a point the 
eudence of one person that he did hear 
a clock strike is worth that of a dozen 
that they did not. 
On the other hand, 


it is not quite true that the testimony 
of an engineer that he rang the bell 
and blew the whistle at a particular 
jjoint on his route is conclusive. As- 
suming the testimony to be honestly 
given, we must bear in mind the psy- 
chological principle that action regn- 
larly repented tends to become auto- 
matic action leaves little trace In the 
memory. Hundreds of men have to 
swear every day to facts that they can- 
not recollect, such as affixing' their 
names as witnesses, etc., yid their evi- 
dence is good because their signatures 
and other circumstances confirm 
it.

When the superintend 
ent returned to write the discharge 
of the guilty engineer he was confront 
«d with the evidence of the detective 
To end the matter they both went to 
the spot and found that from a cer 
tain point they could see the puff o 
steam at the whistle and the bell in 
motion, but heard no sound 
from 


either. An expert was called in, who 
recommended the removal of a cer- 
tain piece of forest, -which being done, 
this signals became audible at the cross- 
ing.

And yet, after it was all over, the visitor 
would not have known, from looking 
at the gardens, that there had been 
any spoliation of their treasures.

OUR FIRST WOMEN. 


Received Their Education Principal- 


ly In the Home. 


During the first 200 years of our ex- 


istence it would have be«n almost ab- 
surd to expect that women would be 
extensively educated outside the home. 
The country was poor, and struggling 
with new conditions, and great financial 
crises swept over it. There were wars 
n:icl rumors of wars. Until after 1812- 
lj American independence was not an 
assured fact. Whatever may be said ol 
the present, woman's place in America 
then was in the home, and nobly did 
she fill that place. That she had not 
been wholly uninstructed in even ele- 
gant learning is evidenced by the share 
she took in literature and in the discus- 
sion of religious and public matters, and 
in such personal records as that of 
Dicier Faunae, who eulogized Alice 
Southworth Bradford for "her exer- 
tions in promoting the literary im- 
provement and the deportment of the 
rising generation." Dame schools were 
early established for girls, and hare 
«ere often found the sons of the farmer 
and the mechanic. These were estab- 
lished in Massachusetts in 1635. Late 
in 1700 g-irls were admitted through the 
summer to "Latin schools" where boys 
were taught in winter, and in 1789 
women (began to be associated with men 
ai teachers. In 1771 Connecticut found- 
oil a .system of free schools in which 
boys and girls wer« taught. In 1794 
the Moravians founded a school for 
fit Is at Uethlehem, Pa. Here were edu- 
cated the sisters of Peter Cooper, the 
mother of President Arthur, and many 
v. omen who have became exponents 
o* culture.—Mrs. Helen Kendrick John- 
son, m Appletons' Popular Science 
Monthly.

Particulars of the Tragedy

during the beat of the day. Tbe parties 
were George L. Uavls, whose home was 
formerly Farmer City, Dan Helwlofc and 
a woman who claims to be bis wife and a 
man named Shoemaker and bis wife.

Bis victim was left In an un- 
conscious condition and did not regain 
consciousness. 


The entire party of campers are held In 


custody as witnesses, although at the 
time of the shooting, which occurred at 8 
p. m., tbe dusk was so thick that they 
could distinguish little of tbe actions of 
tbo quarreling men. At that time the 
other three were sixty feet away from tbe 
men.
